Reliable Information and Cor- 
rect Publicity Needed to 
Dispel Not otions, 


Commescing today, the Daily Capital 
will each Saturday run a “go-to- 
church” page, the chief object of which 
will be to publish up-to-date informa- 
tion for the public as to what the 
churches of the city will have the fol- 
lowing Sunday. 

There will. be announcements of the 
ministers, pastors or other speakers at 
the various churches, the subject: on 
which sermons will be delivered at each 
one, any special music, if any, and any- 
thing which will interest the public at 
large or those who are simply staying 
in the city over Sunday and would go 
to church if they had sufficient in- 
formation about the particular church 
they wish to attend, 

! Another thing which this special page 
is designed to deal with is the sort of 
exclusiveness which seems to have 
come into control of a large number of 
churches in this as well as other cities, 


and some of those who attend them 
This tends to keep away from them 
people who would otherwise go to 


jchure h but feel as if they are some- 
thing like outcasts under conditions 
which are apparently creping in, 

In nearly all cases, if not absolute- 
ly all, the pastors and leaders in the 
churches of all denominations are 
working hard to try to keep the church 
out of this rut, so to speak, but there 
are other influences at work which 
foster them, and it is thought by a 
great many that straight-forward, of- 
ficial publicity is the best way to over- 
come them, 

This was along the strains which Dr, 
SW. Dyde, principal of Robertson 
college, spoke when he learned that the 
Capital was about to introduce the go- 
to-church page as a regular weekly 
feature, 

“The churches ought to combine with 
the newspapers,” he said, “to dissemin- 
late information, especially to strangers 
jand non-church-goers and dispel the 
‘idea that churches have gradually be- 
come club-like, exclusive affairs. We 
ought to extend an invitation to all to 
attend services on Sunday and I know 
of no better way to do At than by this 
method.’ 

Dr. D. G. McQueen, pastor of the 

First Presbyterian church, stated to 
the Capital before leaving for Toronto 
Thursday night that he was very much 
in favor of the idea, and thought that 
{ts most important usefulness was in 
|the reliable and up-to-date information 
lit would give to those who were not 
antagonistic, but rather apathetic, to 
the church, 

J. W. Ward, general secretary of the

‘line and he thought they were meeting 
with a great deal of success.

Washington, D.C., March 14.—Vigor- 
ous denunciation of the Sim's Bill 
which he characterized as a notice to 
the world that the United States 
abandoned its policy of an American 
controlled Panama canal, and virtual- 
ly surrendered its power to regulate 
its commerce report to the house to- 
day by Representative Knowland of 
California, against a repeal of the tolls 
exemption clause of the Panama Canal 
act. 

The interstate commerce committee 
of which Mr. Knowland is a member, 
has favorably reported the Sim's bill 
proposing a flat repeal, 

Representative Lafferty, of Oregon, 
in his report, said there was no doubt 
but that any arbitration court would 
support the American contention in the 
tolls controversy,

the route of the Canadian Northwest- 
ern railway, which is the name under 
which the Canadian Northern 


is being extended into the 
country, 

The grade is finished on the road 
practically as far as Whitecourt, near 
the confluence of the McLeod and 
Athabasca rivers, The line will follow 
the valley of the Athabasca for about 
50 miles, on the south side, crossing 
the McLeod by a separate bridge. 

After crossing the Athabasca and 
leaving the valley for the north the 
route goes through township tz, range 
18; townships 68, 64 and 65, range 19; 
township 66, ranges 26 and 21; town- 
.|ships- 67 and 68, range 22; townships 
68 and 69, range 23; townships 69 and 
70, range 24; township 70, ranges 26 
and 26; township 71 as far west as 
range 6, west of the sixth meridian; 
township 72, ranges 7 and 8; township 
7h, ranges 9 and 10; township 74, 
ranges 11, 12 and 18, to the Alberta 
B. C, boundary, 

By referring to the map and picking 
out the route as here given it will be 
seen that the line will cross the Smoky 
river about three miles up from the 
confluence of the Wapiti, It will pass 
just south of the town of Grande 
Prairie and between Saskatoon and 
Bear lakes, The filing of these plans 
at this time, together with the way 
work is being pushed on the bridges 
across the Pembina and other rivers, 
indicates that the Mackpnzie.and Mann 
interests are about tor-make an attempt 
to reach the Grande Prairie and Peace 
River countries ‘ahead of competitors.

London, March 14.—It has been 
learned from an authoritative source, 
the exact details of the action taken 
by King George in regard the Ulster 
and home rule questions, 

From these, it is apparent that his 
mafesty’s initlative had the effect of 
making history {n a way, that is, at 
least, surprising In a kingdom where 
the head of the constitution exercise 
much less real power {n directing the 
destinies of his country than the pres!- 
} cent of the United States. 

Jt is noteworthy that even in quar- 
ters where it might be supposed that 
lintervention by the monarch would be 
{resented, King George's action has s9 
far been regarded with a certain 
messure of approval, for it Is reeor- 
nized that he was instrumental in 
bringing about a change in the situa- 
tion, which though still critical, is iess 
dangerous than It was. 

If Ulster Refused 

In order to pnderstand the echar- 
acter of the royal intervention, it Js/ 
necessary to recall that at the Scottish 
meeting held during the last general 
election before the possibility of arm- 
ed resistance by Ulster to the home; 
rule bill had become a serious factor, 
the premier was asked by a far sight- 
ed heckler what the government would 
do {n case Ulster refused to accept! 
the provisions of the home rule bill. 

“We have not contemplated the pos- 
sibility of such a contingency arising,” 
replied Mr. Asquith. 

This was the pivotal point on which 
royal intervention turned, King 
George both as constitutional ruler, | 
accepting the policy of his ministers | 
and by personal opinion, {s an Irish 
home ruler, He considered that the 
Hberal government had made its posi- | 
tion regarding Irish home rule suffi- | 
ciently clear at the general election, 
and, therefore had recefved from the 
electorate the mandate desired by the, 
|Jrish people. Where the king drew | 
the line was at the question of coercing 
Ulster. 


Mandate for Measure 

"T recognize that you have a man- 
date for home rule," was what ,the 
king in effect said to Mr. Asquith In 
an Interview with the premier a few 
weeks ago at Buckingham palace, 
“but have vou the mandate to dragoon 
Ulster into submission? that Is the 
question,” and his majesty, who had 
thoroughly gotten up on the question, 
referred to the premier’s reply to the 
Scotch hecklers as a clear indication 
that neither the government nor the

Coming out of a cloistered life, with no personal} 

acquaintanceship with the manner of conducting large public | 
affairs, Woodrow Wilson has made a great hit as president} 
of United States, but probably in no act-of his administrative | 
Career so far, not even in the currency bill or his determina- 
tion to reverse the attitude of United States upon the Panam 
canal question, has he done anything so big as his latest 
achievement in putting through the Alaska railway bill. 
By this act a new era has been inaugurated in United 
States. Heretofore the system in United States has been, as| 
it is in Canada still, to grant a franchise to a private company, 
furnish out of the public funds a large part of the capital 
necessary and give the company and its friends the clear 
opportunity to gather in all the wealth that was created by 
the bringing of transportation facilities to the latent resources 
of the country that was being opened up. 

By the construction of the Alaska railway United States 
as a country proposes to furnish all the capital but to own the 
railway, and by the Alaska leasing bill, which is the proper 
complement.of the railway bill, it is proposed to conserve to 
the public the increment, or at least a very large part of it, 
created by the construction of the railway. Coal mines, 
timber limits and such resources will not be passed out of hand 
altogether, but will be retained in the public possession and 
leased upon conditions which will be framed with due regard 
to the circumstance that such resources are public property in 
the commencement, and that the public interest is the para- 
mount consideration in the development, no matter by whom 
they may be developed. ; 

This is @ very large change in attitude to that which pre- 
vailed in United States only a few years ago, but that it is 
the attitude which will prevail and will continue to become 
increasingly dominant is evident from a motion which came 
into congress quite recently in connection with this same 
Alaska railway bill, when Congressman David J. Lewis of 
Maryland proposed that the whole cost of the Alaska railway 
should be paid out of the increment created by its construc- 
tion, The motion was lost by 126 to 27; but ten years ago 
ng such motion could have found a mover, let alone get a 
learing.

Now the proposal has resolved itself into one of a request 
for the guarantee of twenty-five millions of bonds, which Sir 
William MacKenzie has intimated might help some, although 
it is very clear that this is by no means what was at first

In the meantime, eastern papers are commencing to 
make tun of the whole affair and one wit of the Toronto press 
has declared that the meaning of C. N. R. has been changed 
from Cash Nearly Ready to Cash Needed Regularly. 

Whether or not the Canadian Northern does get the nec- 
essary assistance in the end, it is quite certain that before the 
incident has been closed there will have been a much more 
complete statement of the affairs of this and many other 
railway enterprises than has ever been given the Canadian 
public before.
